The  Canadian  Public  Health  Asaoelatlon  li  con- 
cerned about  the  philosophy  of  arrldont  prnven- 
tlon,  and  a  pamphlet  recently  published,  and 
written  by  N.  L.  Bumette,  chairman  of  Itc  Acci- 
dent Prevention  Committee,  present.s  many  \i,seful 
Ideas  on  the  subject.  Mr.  Bumette  does  not 
believe  that  much  Is  gained  by  the  safety  propa- 
ganda which  lays  stress  on  "Care"  and  "Courtesy." 
8o  far  as  the  first  is  coiicerned,  he  says  that  "it 
la  predicated  upon  the  untenable  assumption 
that  there  is  an  appreciable  number  of  drivers 
who  are  potential  homicides  or  suicides  "  As  to 
courtesy,  he  say.s,  it  is  questionable  whether  '  it 
can  be  smeared  on  superficially  like  a  cosmetic. 
Morrovor,  he  IxMiPves  that  the  "fear  motive" 
which  IS  Illustrated  by  horrifying  descriptions  of 
the  sufferings  of  accident  victim*,  or  motion  pic- 
tures of  hairbreadth  escapes  from  sudden  death, 
falls  because  it  Is  psychologically  unsound."  The 
protagonlsta  of  this  method  "do  tiot  understand 
^at  It  appeals  to  a  sadistic  tendency  which  us 
Widespread  In  mankind,  or  to  the  closely  allied 
iMie  reaaona  for  seeing  the  funny  aide  of  other 

_giQQle'.s  f  roubN'^; 

Mr.  Burnette  believes  that  the  sciences  that 
have  to  do  with  the  preaenratlon  and  reatoration 
of  human  efflrlency  have  a  share  In  a.ssumlng  the 
burden  of  accident  prevention.  He  suggests  that 
tha^^Ue  should  be  tactfully  and  gradually  In- 
aMBl||  with  the  idea  that  Safety  "Is  being 
rraBtn  It  does  not  take  advantage  of  the  experi- 
ence*, advice  and  aklll*  of  the  profesalonal  groups 
which  have  a  record  of  actual  arhlcvrmml  in  the 
prevention  of  premature  fatality  and  unnecessary 
aufferlng.**  Moreover,  he  beUeves  that  the  *ltua- 
tlon  calls  for  the  collection  of  eufllcient  data  on 
the  subject,  disclosing  an  indication  of  cause  and 
effect  relationship  between  unsafe  driving  and 
certain  physical  characteristics,  mental  attributes, 
or  unwise  habits.  It  is  from  these  that  the 
precautionary  inferences  can  be  drawn,  and  from 
them  a  curriculum  of  cautionary  educational 
material  can  be  prepared  so  as  to  develop  a 
greater  sense  of  responsibility  among  the  drivers 
Of  motor  cars. 

One  aspect  of  dangerous  driving  to  which  too 
little  attention  has  been  paid  is  that  of  vision. 
Tht*  i*  a  matter  which  hardly  enter*  at  all  into 
any  tests  given  before  licences  are  granted.  There 
are  many  accidents,  too,  that  arise  through  care- 
.lessnes*.  dl*eourtesy  and  violation  of  the  laws. 
Mr.  Burnette  says  that  "an  epldeminnolocy  of 
{accidents  must  Include  knowledge  of  intrinsic 
factors  Involving  human  defleleneles,  or  defects, 
or  maladjustments,  both  mental  and  physical," 
and  the  collection  of  this  knowledge  calls  for  the 
use  of  the  resources  of  preventive  medicine. 
This,  then,  is  a  plea  for  the  direct  participation 
of  health  departments  in  traffic  safety,  some- 
t|ilng  In  which  they  have  hardly  been  Interested

A  NEGLECTED  GRAVE 


Mo  Ctevernment  in  the  history  of  Canada  has 
written  *o  many  chapters  of  error  into  a  few 
year*  a*  that  of  Premier  Aberhart  In  Alberta. 

Even  when  it  decided  on  Its  first  reml.ssinn  of 
taxation  It  blundered.  On  May  1  last  year  it  put 
a  two  per  cent  *ale*  tax  Into  effect.  That,  pre- 
sumably, was  at  the  time  regarded  as  a  part  of 
the  Social  Credit  gospel,  but  Ideas  on  this  doctrine 
are  somewhat  fluctuating.  It  ha*  now  been 
decided  to  abolish  that  tax,  its  disappearance  to 
take  effect  on  September  1.  The  result  has  been 
to  slow  up  buying  of  everything  save  necessltle*. 
the  people  saving  their  money  until  the  sales  tax 
has  disappeared.  The  Alberta  newspapers  report 
that  there  have  been  cancellations  of  orders  on 
a  large  scale  and  hundreds  of  men  and  women 
selling  goods  on  commission  have  been  thrown 
out  of  employment.

"will  be  remitting  to  ttte  general  public  the 
amount  of  tax  which  they  would  have  to  pay 
under  the  Sales  Tax  Act."

First  came  the  unlooked-for  vln- 
I  rilcatlon  of  Dr.  Frledrlch  Dibelllus, 
I  who  had  been  under  arrest  upon  the 
I  charge   of   having  misrepresented 
[Church  Minister  Kerrl.  In  a  letter 
j  sent  in  February  to  Hitler  and  other 
members  of  the  Government.  The 
trial  according  to  New  York  Times, 
"did  honor  to  German  justice  . 
The  court  was  both  diligent  and 
Impartial    in    searching    for  the 
truth,'     Dr.    Dibelllus'  acquittal 
means  a  humiliating  defeat  for  the 
Church  Minuter. 

The  second  event,  according  to 
The  Chicago  Journal,  was  equally 
noteworthy.  it  was  the  parade 
through  the  streets  of  Dahlem  by 
several  members  of  Martin  NIemol- 
I*r"8  church,  protesting  against 
the  government's  prohibition  of 
prayer  mf>etinK.s  for  arrested  Con- 
fe.s,sional  pastors.  This  is  apparently 
the  first  mass  demonstration  against 
an  act  of  the  government  since 
Hitler  came  to  power.  One  hundred 
and  nfteen  part Iclpuants 
rested  and  later  released 

This  Impre.Mlve  exhibition  of  oppo- 
sition to  the  states  religious  policy 
was  followed  next  day  by  the  post- 
ponement of  the  trtal  of  Niemoller 
which  had  been  s.-heduled  for 
August  10  The.  Journal  mentioned 
queries  whethel^  .HRler  Is  wonder- 
ing whether  a  more  conciliatory 
•ttitude  on  the  part  of  the  govern^ 
ment  .may  not  be  advisable.
